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Library Renovation Will 


Enhance Service to Users

Prince George’s County Li- 
brary officials confirm that reno- 
vation of the Greenbelt branch 
is expected to begin this winter. 
The renovation, which is ex- 
pected to take approximately five 
months, will include new energy- 
efficient lighting, new interior 
painting, additional study rooms, 
an express self-checkout station, 
revitalized meeting and confer- 
ence rooms and a new children’s 
area. There will be additional 
computers, a wi-fi area and a new 
central service desk for enhanced 
service to users. The renovation 
is made possible in part by the 
Maryland Public Library State 
Capital Grant. 

The building will be closed 
when renovation begins but li- 
brary personnel will staff Room 
110 of the Greenbelt Community 
Center to offer limited services, 
such as a small collection of new 
materials, DVDs, basic references 
and a selection of children’s 
books. Reserved items will be 
available for pickup. 

Hours of this limited facility 
at the Community Center will 
be the same as existing library 
hours. These differ from the 
hours the Community Center is 
open. The information on hours 
reported in last week’s News 


Review was incorrect (see De- 
cember 31, 2009, page 8). 

According to library officials, 
as this paper goes to press, the 
county has not yet selected a 
contractor for the renovation 
work. Current estimates are that 
construction will not begin before 
the middle of February. The lh- 
brary will remain open until the 
renovation begins. It is hoped 
that the Community Center facil- 
ity will open as soon after the 
regular building closes as transfer 
of materials allows. 

Library patrons are reminded 
that they may access many li- 
brary services (including home- 
work help), view their accounts 
and reserve and renew ma- 
terials at www.pgcmls.info. 
Directions to nearby libraries 
including Bowie, New Carroll- 
ton, Hyattsville, Beltsville and 
Laurel may be found also at 
the website.

Council Approves Trail Markers 
Around Buddy Attick Lake Park 


At its December 14 meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council autho- 
rized the institution of numbered 
trail markers at Buddy Attick 
Lake Park. This action followed 
a September recommendation for 
markers by the Public Safety Ad- 
visory Committee followed by an 
October recommendation against 
the markers by the Park and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board. 

In a September report Public 
Safety Advisory Committee mem- 
bers had recommended installa- 
tion of numbered trail markers 
to provide location reference 
points for law enforcement and 
emergency medical service per- 
sonnel in emergency situations. 
The report stated: “This would 
allow emergency responders to 
more quickly locate persons in 
distress.” The committee recom- 
mended 10 markers to be placed 
around the lake in areas to be 
determined in collaboration with 
the Public Works staff. 

The marker design would be 
consistent with the markers used 
in the Adopt-a-Tree program and 
positioned to avoid becoming a

tripping hazard. At the Septem- 
ber 29 council meeting, the report 
was then referred to the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board for 
review and input. 

On October 23, that board, 
however, recommended against 
the markers. Board members 
felt the use of cell phones made 
the need for location markers 
obsolete, that people at the lake 
would not notice the markers and 
that such markers might not be in 
compliance with the Buddy Attick 
Park Master Plan. Council then 
put this item on the December 14 
agenda for further discussion. 

Council Discussion 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said he favored the markers and 
moved to accept the Public Safe- 
ty Advisory Committee recom- 
mendation. Councilmember Leta 
Mach mentioned the Buddy At- 
tick Park Master Plan, question- 
ing whether its recommendations 
opposed such markers. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin answered that the 
plan was not specific on that is- 
sue but could be read as opposed 


to such markers. He noted that 
markers were already in the park. 

Laura Kressler, a member of 
the Public Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee, provided more details on 
the size, location and cost of the 
markers. Discussion ensued as 
to whether any incidents had oc- 
curred in the park where people 
could not be located; a few inci- 
dents were described. 

The cost — $45 a marker — 
was also discussed and whether 
this amount included installation 
by Public Works staff. Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts com- 
mented that he opposes adding 
work to the staff load. 

Kressler said there would be 
signage at a minimum of three 
entrances to the park. She de- 
scribed the markers, their use and 
the Greenbelt Police emergency 
phone number that could bring a 
quicker police response than 911, 
which has to be routed through 
the county. 

Mayor Judith Davis was con- 
cerned about the size, content and

Japanese Students Praise City 


Two students of architecture 
and urban planning — Yasuhiro 
Tanaka and Kana Wakabayashi 
— visited Greenbelt for a week 
in early November. Tanaka does 
research for the Environment 
and Planning Group, Institute of 
Technology, Schimizu Corpora- 
tion, and studies planned commu- 
nities as does Wakabayashi, who 
is currently studying architectural 
engineering at Osaka University’s 
Division of Global Architecture. 

In his email to the newspaper 
requesting an interview, Tanaka 
explained that he is researching 
how to maintain a “comfortable 
and sustainable community and 
how to archive the community’s 
history and memories.” In his 
research position he focuses on 
planned communities, particu- 
larly Senri Newtown, Japan’s 
first planned community. Tanaka 
is concerned that the residents 
of Senri Newtown, built in 1962 
and now almost 50 years old, do 
not recognize the importance of 
recording their town’s history. 

Last year Tanaka visited 
Greenbelt, learning about Green- 
belt Homes, Inc., the New Deal 
Café and the Greenbelt Museum. 
He also heard about the News 
Review. When he returned to 
Japan, he began reading the paper 
online — both the archived issues 
and the new issue each week. 
The articles “were very interest- 
ing [to] me.” 

“T believe that [a] community 
paper is indispensable in every

community,” he wrote in his 
email to the News Review. 

Tanaka and Wakabayashi came 
to the office to interview the edi- 
tor. Their prepared list of ques- 
tions centered on the role of the 
News Review in helping to keep 
Greenbelt’s history alive. 

As a gift to me, Tanaka had 
brought copies of colorful post- 
cards he had had made from his 
photographs of Senri Newtown, 
showing the apartment build- 
ings with walkways lined with 
Japanese cherry trees. An infor- 
mation sheet accompanying the 
postcards encourages residents to 
send the cards to friends showing 
off the beauty of their planned

town, we have lots of memories 
of our town.

After they returned to Ja- 
pan, Tanaka wrote the following 
email: 

“While I stayed at Greenbelt, 
I felt many people taking care 
of town’s history.

Misimpressions 

I am writing to correct any 
misimpressions GNR readers 
may have received concerning 
the role of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Foundation (GCF) in Har- 
riette Phelps’ letter, “Garden Plots 
Need Overhaul,” that appeared in 
the December 31 issue. In her 
litany of the difficulties she has 
had with the overall management 
of the several community gardens 
in Greenbelt, she erroneously at- 
tributed part of the blame to the 
Greenbelt Foundation by stating 
that she wrote three grant propos- 
als requesting GCF funding for 
perimeter fencing and installation 
of metered water outlets to serve 
two gardens and that “ 
due to active opposition by the 
Greenbelt Garden Club, (those 
grant requests) were never con- 
sidered.” That is not accurate. 

The grant requests submitted 
by Ms. Phelps were indeed con- 
sidered by GCF. Following each 
review and consideration, Ms. 
Phelps was advised by GCF that 
the grant requests could not be 
approved without the concurrence 
of the Greenbelt Garden Club, the 
entity who manages the garden 
sites; the City of Greenbelt who 
owns the garden property and 
Greenbelt Homes Inc., (GHI) the 
entity that provides water for the 
site. Of the three parties, only 
GHI provided a letter of support 
for the proposal. 

The GCF has approved and 
funded several worthwhile com- 
munity projects that also, because 
of their nature, required the con- 
currence of multiple organizations 
to assure the project’s success.

More Gardening Troubles 


I want to support some of the 
ideas in Harriette Phelps’ letter 
(12/31) and add a few of my own. 
It’s been over a decade since [ at- 
tempted a plot at the community 
gardens; I’ve no recent first-hand 
dealings and am aware some of 
the players have changed. 

The organization of the gar- 
dens seemed confusing and not 
very accessible to newcomers. 
It was clear that some gardeners 
had maintained plots for many 
years, maybe decades. As such 
there was something of a ter- 
ritorial issue — some of the plots 
seemed more “owned” than mere- 
ly rented. The allocation of plots 
isn’t exactly egalitarian — it ap- 
pears people can basically squat 
on large desirable plots — even 
if they’re not really using them 
— almost indefinitely. I can see 
where a loose approach has its 
appeal. Who wants to be handed 
a thick manual of rules and regu- 
lations in order to have a little 
garden? Conversely, the absence 
of structure lends itself to abuse 
and, if that’s too strong, perhaps 
just oversight. 

I concur with Phelps that the 
plots are absurdly large in some 
instances, better suited to the 
use of farm equipment or oxen 
teams. The state of disrepair 
and overall dumpy look of the 
gardens is unfortunate. Some of 
these plots merely lack a Chevy 
up on blocks. I wasn’t around to 
see them first-hand but old photos 
of the Greenbelt Victory Gardens

appear to show tidy, well-tended 
plots. I’m aware of another com- 
munity garden that takes a deposit 
from gardeners at the beginning of 
the season and returns it after the 
plot is cleaned up at its end. A 
little incentive to avoid the Clam- 
pett look. 

Some gardeners have spent their 
own money to build fences and so 
forth. They must have felt cor- 
nered into doing it, particularly at 
the Gardenway field. Better now, 
it was a litter-strewn, neglected 
affair with a broken-down fence 
deer gleefully traversed when I 
gardened there. Nobody then with 
the Club indicated the necessity of 
building your own fence; that was 
left to us few intrepid gardeners 
to discover the crops-chewed way. 
At that time I got no sense of sup- 
port from the Garden Club — you 
were on your own — which may 
help explain why gardeners didn’t 
stick it out. I bailed after dealing 
with deer problems, two wretched 
drought years and Franken-weeds 
taller than me. 

I imagine some longtime com- 
munity gardeners won’t be happy 
with thoughts mentioned by Phelps 
or myself. But these are supposed 
to be community gardens for ev- 
eryone. A little tweaking and a 
splash of organization could better 
facilitate that and enable people to 
garden who might not otherwise 
be spry, moneyed or motivated 
enough to do so. Greenbelt of 
all places ought to have attractive, 
user-friendly community gardens.

GCAN Shows “Coal 
Country” Wednesday 


On Wednesday, January 13 
at 7 p.m., the Greenbelt Climate 
Action Network (GCAN) will 
show the newly-released Sierra 
Club movie “Coal Country” at 
the Community Center. GCAN 
invites everyone to attend this 
free film on the issues of coal 
mining and mountaintop removal. 
The program, which includes a 
discussion and Sierra Club pre- 
sentation after the movie, runs 
from 7 to 9:30 p.m. 

Sierra Club representative Da- 
vid Holdridge and Environment 
Maryland’s Mike Sherling will 
talk about local efforts to block 
the construction of two huge 
transmission lines that would bring 
coal-powered electricity from West 
Virginia into Maryland. 

The film takes viewers inside 
modern coal mining, getting to 
know working miners along with 
activists who are battling coal 
companies in Appalachia. There 
are visits to the homes of people 
most directly affected by moun- 
taintop removal mining (MTR) 
who have health problems, dirty 
water in their wells and streams 
and dust and grime on their 
floors. Included are miners who 
are concerned about jobs and the 
economy and coal company offi- 
cials who believe they are acting 
responsibly in bringing power to 
the American people. Both sides 
in this conflict claim history is 
on their side. 

Families have lived in the 
region for generations and most 
have ancestors who worked in 
the mines. Everyone shares a 
deep love for the land but MTR 
is tearing them apart. 

The film addresses whether 
those fighting against MTR are 
really protecting the earth or 
whether they stand in the way of 
affordable energy for all Ameri- 
cans. It questions whether prom- 
ises of cheap energy and clean 
coal are achievable and at what 
cost and it asks about alternatives 
for future energy.
